! b) FELFE’s main work in the Referat consisted of running the 
"Orderly Room”, 'but he also did some listening to. Swiss 
broadcasts.

FELFE confirmed the story of Frau- OTTO's ( SELJ JIGKEIT ) 
visit to Stafu STEIMLS shortly .after Xmas -*4. STEIMLE 
discussed Fr OTTO with FELFE in Feb 45 when FELFE was in 
BERLIN. lie ( ETKTMLE ) did not consider her trustworthy of
